In the spring of 1956, your Department supplied 
a Chevrolet utility truck to the Pine Creek Indian Residential school. 
You are aware, no doubt, that the school is forty five miles from the 
nearest railroad point and the use of a truck is essential for the 
hauling of the school supplies. When the request for this truck was 
made, your Department had no hesitation in supplying it as it readily 
admitted its necessity. 


The truck has now done three seasons. The mil- 
age according to the last information received from the Principal is 
28,605 miles. The truck is not at the present time in very good 
running condition and the Principal is informed by the Chevrolet 
Service Station at Dauphin, Manitoba, that necessary repairs andi re- 
placements would cost about $200.00, and that also a new set of tires 
would be required. 


In view of the above, the Principal would like 
to be authorized to exchange the truck for a new one . The local 
agent has offered the sum of $600.00, for the truck on condition, 
of course, that a new one be bought from him.

I am in receipt of a letter from Rev. Fr. Ruest, 
principal of the Pine Creek Indian Residential School, in 
which he informs me that thé’ électrical plant both engine 
and dynamo must be overhauled as soon as possible. 


The Mumford Medland Co. of Winnipeg have tendered 
$677.00 for this work. That price does not include trans- 
poe of the plant from Pine Creek to Winni pes and return. 

s the school is about forty miles from the railroad station 
and as the distance by rail is about two hundred and sixty 
miles it is estimated that the total return freight charges 
would be at least $100.00. 


Under the circumstances it has been suggested that 
instead of having the old plant repaired a new one might be 
purchased. The extra cost would not be very much and would 
be easily made up by the absence of repairs within the next 
eight or ten years. it is generally admitted that the diesel 
engines are not only more economical to operate but also last 
longer. A plant similar to the one now being installed at 
Sandy Bay would answor the purpose. 


Would it be possible for your Mr. Hamilton to get 
in touch with the Mumford Medland Co. of Winnipeg and ask 
their advice on this matter and also secure prices on 4 new 
plant as well as on repairs to the existing one. 

Knowing as you do how important 4 lighting plant is 
in a residential school, I hope that you will be able to attend 
to this matter at your earliest convenience.

With reference to your letter of February 4th, and 
having gone into the matter and also talked the situation over 
with Brother E. Gauthier, we believe the best arrangement would 
be for you to substitute a diesel engine for the present LISTER

Dear Sir: : Pine Creek Indian Residential 


In accordance with your request, the writer visited 
the Pine Creek Residential School end made an examinetion of 
the seme on April 25th and 26th. 


The main building, 111° x 50°, with solid masonry 
walls, was erected about forty years ago. It consists of base- 
ment and three storeys with attic. The structure wes erected 
by the Oblete Fathers Order and there is no record of any plan 
of the building being retained. There hes been elterations 
throughout the years but no plans were made Of the same except 
in connestion with the drains from the building. 


The stone masonry walls of the building are in very 
good condition, the only cracks of impor tance being on either 
pide of the southeast corner. These cracks do not account for 
any of the trouble experienced with the settlement of the 
floors, nor do they at present affeet the stability of the 
walls. There are minor oracks in the vicinity of the windows 
but these elso are of little importance at present. 


The basement floor would appar to be about four feet 
below the grade and is of conerete construction. The boiler 
room floor is also of conerete and about eight feet below PY 
The other floors are ell of wooden construction with plastered ~~ 
ceilings and wells. The attic is unfinished. ‘The floors are 
supported by six beans extending across the building et 15- 
foot centres. The floor joists run lengthwise of the building 
on these beams and support the floor. On all three floors the 
beams appear to be direetly over one another. These beams ex- 
tend below the ceiling but have been boxed in to present the 
appearance of being arched and the type of construction coud 
not be ascertained without doing considerable demage to the 
existing condi tion. 


The unfinished ceiling over the boiler room effordy} 
an opportunity of examining the nature of the beams and joisss 
but without tearing up the floor, it was not possible to ex- 
amine the method of construction elsewhere, except in the at- 
tice It would appeer, however, as if the beams end joists 

are ell meade of pianking, sewn locally at the time of the 
constructions This planking varied from 2k" to Sg” in thick- 
negs and from 8 to 10 inches in width. The beems exposed over 
the boilers were built up of three pieces of planking, the 
planking standing on to give a beem size of g* x 10°. The 
ends of the beams were imbedded in the masonry walle. The 
joists were also 24” to 3h" thick and about ten inches deep 
and were spaced about every two feet. However, it was noticed 
that some of these joists did not extend from beam support to 
beam support but were spliced. The plenking wes not bolted in 
making the beams but simply neiled and it was noticed that 
where one beam was spliced to another beam, two long bolts 
were the only festening. However, at this particuler junotion, 
a log up-right had been placed to support this connection. It

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is altogether probable that the floor construction became 
lighter in the upper storeys. 


The partitions appear to have been erected without 
any consideration being given to having the weight of the same 
properly supported ~- even the er are not direotly over 
one another. Apparently, the sentra hellwey partitions are 
required to support the six main cross beams forming part of 
each of the three floors. In the basement, ‘however, the cross 
beams are each supported by four upright iron supports, two on 

either side of the hallway pertitions. These uprights rest 
on the conerete floor but whether or not there is any footing 
below the conerete floor was not determined. The only uprights 
in the first floor supporting the cross beams were two in each 
of the two clessrcoms. lxamination showed thet these hed been 
placed when partitions had been removed. In the second storey 
there were uprigehts in the chapel, in the northwest aeotion of 
the floor; two uprights being placed under each of the three 
beams thet crossed the ceiling. The only other upright was 

one recently placed to support the third beam from the nor- 
therly end of the building. In the third floor or dormitories, 
there were no individuel upright supports. The two partitions 
separating the Caris and Le Dormitories, were placed direct- 
ly over the third and fourth cross beams and evidently a con~- 
siderable weight of the roof has to be carried by these two 
partitions. These two partitions were also feirly heavily 
loaded with wash basins, bath-tubse, water piping and toilets 
and at times would have to cerry ®& concentrated loed of many 
children making their morning toilet. The st@ir-ways from the 
dormitories te the main floor, are in the northeast and south- 
east corners and between the outer wells and the first cross beam 
from either wall. Whether or not extra joists were placed to 
support the stairways could not be ascertained without tearing up 
the floor but there were no uprights placed except one Very re~ 
cently. These stairways appeer to be insufficiently supported 
on every landing. 


The situation at this school is thet there has been 4 
decided sinking of the floors in the n rtheast section and also 
in the central easterly section. Everywhere the floors slope in- 
wardly from the main walls of the building; the floors are very 
uneven, cracking of partitions is much in evidence, doors jam 
and continually need cutting or additions, radiators tilt, the 
plumbing gets out of line and in some sections it would eppear

would appear as if not only the cross beems have 
sufficient support but that the joists have elso sagged between 
cross beams from the heevy partitions and etc. The school author- 
ities claim that the conditions outlined above ere continuously 
growing more (serious. The boiler room is in the northeast corner 
of the building and e support hes been placed under the first 
eross beam and resting upon the top of the furnace. 
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The writer is of the opinion that it will be neces- 
sery to provide supports for all beams in the building from 
basement to attic. It is essential thet proper footings un~ 
der the basement floor should be provided for four uprights 
under each of the six cross beams and such uprights should 
be placed directly above one another on each floor to the 
dormitory ceiling. Undoubtedly, some of these uprights will 
hit into existing partitions, class rooms, bedrooms, bath- 
rooms, toilets and eto., at most inconvensent locations. 
This may necessitate some of the beams being replaced by I 
beams or girders. Many joists may have sagged to an extent 
requiring their replacement. To meke repairs would involve 
tearing up floors. To place uprights, partitions would have 
to be exposed. 


The present stairways should be condemned end re- 
placed with fire-proof steirways. An additional fire escape 
should be provided for each of the two dormitories. It will 
be necessary to drain around the boiler room section of the 
building to prevent seepage into the boiler room, also to 
provide for proper drainage under the boiler by means of 
sump and pumping equipment. The boilers will probebly have 
to be dismantled, proper foundations be provided and the 
boilers rebuilt. Relining of the boilers should also be car- 
ried out at the same time. The radiators, plumbing and etc. 
will have to be realigned. The masonry walls at the nor th- 
east corner of the building, while not in any dangerous con- 
dition, should be under-piled in order to close the cracks. 
Rxamination of the roof showed this part of the structure 
to be in good condition, except that some leakage occurs 
around the chimneys, ventilators and at the bracing of the 
belfry. It would be advisable to endeavour to seal these 
connections and also to give the roof a coat of weather- 
proofing peint. 


The writer has discussed the situation et this 
school with Mr. Waite, Indian Agent at Portage le Prairie, 
who has visited the school and reported upon the same. The 
situation at the school has elso been expleined to Mr. Park- 
inson, Resident Architect, Department of Public Works at 
Winnipege From these discussions, we have decided that it 
is impossible to give any estimate of the probable cost of 
the work that would be involved in supporting the floors of 
this building. The simplest and cheapest method of support, 
namely, steel uprights under all beams, involves so much cute 
ting up of partitions, floors, ceilings and etc, that much 
additional work, redecorating and ete., would be required.

I beg to acknowledge yours of the 3rd instant 
regarding the condition of the Pine Creek Indian Resident- 
ial School building. Although I am not an architect I 
cannot quite agree with Mr. Gow's report nor with the 
alarming opinion of Indian Agent Waite.

A summary of the report submitted by ive 
to the Su & Engineering Braneh on the tion 
of the Pine Oreek residential school has been very 
carefully considered by the officials of our Welfare 
ané Training Division. 


No provision was made in the 1939-40 estimates 
for extensive repairs or alterations at this pertioular 
school. It is exceedingly aifficult, therefore, to 
secure from the other appropriations an amount necessary 
to underteke even temporary repairs. 


Mr. Desrosiers, who has had extensive experience 
in the construction of Indian day and residential schools 
for the Oblate Order, has expressed the opinion that 
temporary repeire might be undertaken at the Pine Creek 
gohool thet would enable the sohool officials and pupils 
to ocoupy it with safety during the next sehool year. He 
estimates that these rary repairs iy oy be undertaken 
ata Pal omar $3000.00. It is my understand ing 
thet Mr. ere will eall end discuss this matter with 
you in the course of « few days.

I just received the report of Mr, Pierre Desrosiers, 
our building superintendent, on the condition of the Pine Creek

It is not my purpose in submitting this report to you 
to suggest that previous reports received by your department 
have no merit. na matter of this kind there is room for @ 
variety of opinions and Mr, Desrosiers’ report is submitted 
more in the nature of a suggestion than in a spirit of eriti- 
cism of the report which you already have received from your 
departmental architect, 


Mr. Desrosiers reports that there is an alcaline 
spring in the boiler room that is weakening the foundations of 
the boiler, causing it also to rust and disintegrating the 
cement floors, 


To properly close this well, the boilers would have 
to be removed from the boiler room, This would be 4 costly 
operation and certainly cannot be done in time for the opening 
of the school this fall. he suggestion is made that it would 
be just as cheap to build a boiler room outside the building 
in which case the erection of fire proof stairs would not be 
necessary. The total cost of the new boiler room would certainly 
be lest than the cost of fire proof stairways and repairs to 
the present boiler room, In any case, our superintendent is of 
the opinion that the boilers can be used for another year in 
their present condition,

Parkinson 
in July,we are in no immediate danger ,and the reparations have been 
postponed till next year. 

Last winter,we had presented a proposition for the exchange of our 
Electric Plan. 

Just lately,the "Clear out Plug" in the top Cylinder having loosened 
Caused trouble,as the water was running in the Cylinder.We doubt and 
fear greatly as to the length of time it could last in that state; 
go the actual problem is the exchange of the old Plan. 
A letter received from the Hon.Mr.Hoey,and dated March 21,1969,con- 
cerning this matter says."In view of the possible expenditures that 
will be required in repairing the floors,we are not prepared at the 
present time to consider the purchase of the Lightning Plan."

We have hoped that some days 
woulda have brought us the agreeable surprise of a new 
range. A year had passed, time and fire have continued 
their work on the old stove. The cooking top of the old 
unit is completely ruined and falling in pieces." 


I would refer the Department to my report dated November 18, 
1938, to the lest paragraph on the second page, in which I 
pointed out that the stove had been re paired several times 
and that I considered it unsafe as it has burned through in 
several places.

It will be recalled that Mr. Parkinson was asked, 
last year, to report on the condition of the above school as 
reports had been forwarded to the Department stating that the 
pbuilding was unsafe and that it could not be used for school 
purpeses unless considerable repairs to the floors be made 
immediately. 


After consultation with Mr. Desrosiers Mr. 
Parkinson recommended the replacement of ten wrought iron 
columns and the jacking up of the floors by installing new 
columns. 


This work was proceeded with last year and, after 
inspection,was found to have been carried out to the satis- 
faction of the architect in charge. 


Mr. Parkinson further recommended that the 
following improvements be proceeded with in 1940: 


New stairs (Mr. Parkinson's estimate) 3 4,500.00 
Suggested additional required 500,00

The sum of $5,000.00 was ineluded in this year's 
estimate to carry out the improvements mentioned in Mr. 
Parkinson's report. This sum would be insufficient for 
that purpose but would be large enough to build a new boiler 
room and transfer the boilers from their present location to 
the new building. As in the case of St. Philips the Oblate 
Fathers will undertake to carry out this work to the satis- 
faction of the Department and supply, if necessary, the 

} difference between the amount provided and the actual cost 
\ of this work.

Again, also as in the case of St. Philips, it 
must be pointed out that the season is drawing to a close 
and that it is essential that the Oblate Fathers should 
receive authority from the Department as soon 4s possible 
to carry out this work. Otherwise winter will set in before 
anything can be done. I wish to insist once more that the 
building of this new boiler room would eliminate most of 
the fire hazard in this school and would contribute to 
silencing most, if not all, the criticism levelled at the 
school authorities as well as at the directors of the Indian 
Affairs Branch against leaving the school in its present 
condition. 


I, therefore, hope that a prompt decision may 
be reached so thet no undue delay will occur in carrying 
out these very necessary improvements.

It is pointed out that in 
the construction of residential schools in recent 
years the boiler has beca installed in an attached 
building and not in the main building. 


There is in the estimetes of this year 
the sus of $5,000 thet might be used for this work. 
It is eltogether likely however that the construction 
ef a fully fireproof boiler room will cost more than 
this amount. However, the church authorities, in a 
letter dated Geptember 16, 1940, have intimated that 
they are prepared to proceed with this work and supply 
the difference between the amount provided in the 
estimates and the actual cost of the building. 


I would recommend, therefore, subject to 
the approval of the Minister, that authority be granted 
to the Church Authorities to proceed with the construction 
of this building, on the understanding that the work 
will be aubject to inspection by an architect satisfactory 
te the Department and that the cost ca) not under any 
circumstances exceed the sum of $5,090.

The Rev. C. Ruest, Principal of the Pine 
Creek Indian Residential School, reports that the 
batteries are in poor condition. 


He writes as follows:- 


"Mr.. J.W.Patterson (engineer) and I, found 
that the Batteries will not last another 
year.

It will be still worst during 
winter months, where the consumption of 
light is larger."

Inspections have been made of the above 
noted school by Mr. Gow, of the Surveys and Engineering 
Branch, who reported on May 4, 1939, and by Mr. 
Parkinson, Architect of the Public Works Department, 
who submitted a report to the Surveys and Engineering 
Branch on August 3, 1939. Mr. Parkinson estimated 
that the repairs and alterations most urgently needed 
at the school would cost approximately $15,000. 


Mr. Parkinson in his report, and after a 
discussion with the Church Authorities end with Mr. 
Desrosiers, who has undertaken ig oe at a number of 
schools operated by the Catholic Church, recommended 
the replacement of 10 wrought iron columns and the 
jacking up and levelling of the floors by installing 
new columns. This work was proceeded with last year 
and has proved ver; satisfactory. 


From the standpoint of fire hazard, the most 
urgent repairs and alterations necessary at this date 
appear to be the construction of a boiler house. At the 
present time the boiler room is in the basement of the 
school. Mr. Parkinson recommends the fireproofing of 
the boiler and fuel room at a cost of $550 and recommends 
the construction of new fireproof stairs throughout the 
building at a cost of $4,500. The suggestion has now 


been made - 
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been made, however - and this suggestion appears 
satisfactory to the Architects - that a fireproof 
boiler room be constructed outside the school but close 
enough to it to permit the use of the present chimney. 
In this way it is claimed most of the fire hazard now 
existing would be removed. It is pointed out that in 
the construction of residential schools in recent 

years the boiler has been installed in an attached 
building and not in the main building. 


There is in the estimates of this year 
the sum of $5,000 that might be used for this work. 
It is altogether likely however that the construction 
of a fully fireproof boiler room will cost more than 
this amount. However, the church authorities, in a 
letter dated September 16, 1940, have intimated that 
they are prepared to proceed with this work and supply 
the difference between the amount provided in the 
estimates and the actual cost of the building. 


I would recommend, therefore, subject to 
the approval of the Minister, that authority be granted 
to the Church Authorities to proceed with the construction 
of this building, on the understanding that the work 
will be subject to inspection by an architect satisfactory 
to the Department and that the cost cannot under any 
circumstances exceed the sum of $5,000.

I am given to understand that $5,000.00 is 
allocated in the present year's estimates for this work, and 
that it is advisable to have the building completed witsout 
delay. 


Following some discussion I have recomuended 
a building 32 feet long by 20 feet wide with walls of lz inch 
concrete, erected at right angles to end of existing building 
fand the construction of new stack.

The new boiler room at above bahool was inspected as 
to its general construction on December 17th, 1940, and subject 
to some minor items noted under, the work generally is accept- 
able, in consideration of the period during construction and the 
distance from railroad. 


Enclosed are blue prints showing my sketch to the 
Contractor and a floor plan of the actual construction, some 
changes from the original sketch are advantageous, others not so 
good. 


The position of door from old building is better, but 
the interior length of boiler room is reduced 3 inches, being 
13 ft. 11 inches from face of boiler tubes to exterior wall, or 
one inch lese than the length of boiler tubes, this will cause 
to be cut a chase in the concrete wall to a minimum of two inches 
in depth for the renewal of defective heating tubes to boiler 
marked “A", the other boiler marked "BY will create no difficulty 
as the tubes are opposite the exterior door opening. 


The bricking of boiler "A" to Hast side is not good, 
the bricks are not fully bedded and smoke has issued at some of the 
joints, the Engineer, Mr. Patterson, has given a thin coat of 
cement plaster over a portion, which appears to seal the joints. 
In constructing the East wall of boiler "A", the lower part approxé- 
mately 14 inches high is of concrete, and has cracked through heat 
expansion, a portion having moved out of position one inch, the 
crack continues through the brickwork. The building was construct- 
ed without specification and,therefore, the Contractor may be ex- 
cused for running the rain water from roof over a scupper , instead 
of hopper and down pipe as originally intended. 


In general with the above exceptions, good value is 
received for an expenditure of $5,000.00, and the building is a 
distinct improvement from fire hazzard as previously existed. 


Whilst in the building, I examined the newly erected 
interior columns and levelling of floors, and consider the work 
well done, though the floors are not perfectly level, there is 
great improvement. 


Two photographs of the exterior of boiler room were 
taken and when prints are received, they will be forwarded to you. 


Generally the Fathers of the school and the Engineer 
in cherge , are very well pleased with the construction.

During my recent inspection of the Pine Creek Indian 
Residential School, the Reverend Principal again asked 
me to take up with the Department the question of a new 
cook stove for the sohool This matter has been brought 
to the attention of the Department in several reports. 
fhe stove 1ids are now beginning to fall into the fire 
and the ovens are about done, being burnt out. 


All fire equipment is in good shape with the exception 
of the hand equiyment. I suggested that the contents 
of the’ hand pumps should be renewed. This has now been 
done, the Principal writing direct to the Department 
for authority. 


The Principal advised me that at a recent inspection 
of boilers by the Provineial boiler Inspector it was 
suggested that 4 eireular reservoir be made to hold 
rain water as the water at present in use was corroding 
the heating system. This was supposed to be embodied 
in the Inspectors! report to the Department. The oir- 
oular reservoir to be made of cement capable of holding 
20,000 gallons. The Principal would be willing to dig 
the excavation and to furnish the sand and gravel, if 
the Department would furnish the cement, forms and the 
labour of building. This would be an expensive under- 
taking at the present time, and this was pointed out 
to the Prinocip@l. However, he &sked me to bring this 
matter to the attention of the Department as he felt 
that the boiler inspector had already taken the matter 
up.

Replying to the above noted letter, 
I beg to advise that the Principal of the 
Pine Creek School informs me that the 
type of stove suitable is illustrated in 
The J.H.Ashdown Hardware Company's catal- 
ogue on page H 142-5, No.12 C.L. One 
fire box, two ovens, with high closet, 
size of cooking top 7' x 3',. Capacity 
100 to 150 people. .Fire box for wood 
only. 


The old stove is completely done. 
The walls of the firebox are falling apart, 
leaving the flames rolling directly against 
the ovens. The old one will not stand till 
next June and cannot be repaired. 


The Provincial Boiler Inspector ,Mr. 
H.Bell at Dauphin suggested that 4 soft 
water reservoir should be built, but the 
report in connection with his suggestion 
has not yet been received.

In further reference to sample of water we are having analysed for 
your institution. We attach report No. W-16990 which we suggest 
that you place on file far future reference. 


You will note from remarks typed on this report that the chemists 
do not recommend a softener for this installation due to the high 
P.H. Value (8.7) and they consider that this may be due to some 
chemical treatment you may have used on this water. If this is so, 
another sample of water will he necessary after pumping this chemi+ 
cal treated water from the source of supply. 


The writer does not consider that you have used any chemicals and 
consulted cur local chemist who gave us the information that we are 
mailing to Warlo Corporation as per copy of letter attached.

I wish to revort that during a recent visit to the Pine 
Greek Indian Residential School, the following neoessary 
repairs were brought to attention and noted. 


1( The high pressure boiler that runs the steam laundry 
boiler. ‘The firebox will have to be relined with new 
fire brick and new arches sare required. The outside 
brickwork will have to be checked by a competent brich- 
layer and it is possible that all new outside brick- 
vork will be required, One new grate is required for 
this furnace, which is 4 "Pasoal” Port Arthur Ship- 
building Co. Limited. 


2) The two heating boilers. These are made by the 
Vuloan Iron Works, Limited, Al)? inside brick wil] have 
to be replaced and most probably all outside brickwor) 
will have to be rebuilt. There is a spring under one 
corner and this has caused a sinking of the floor. 

he boiler inspector of the district was consulted in 
rerard to the condition of the three boilers. e 
glaims they are 411 in first olass condition according 
to te but certain brickwor}l and pipes ete will have 
to be attended to before another season. He further 
atated that the boilers at present are resting on 

the brickwork of the arches and by lugs in the ontside 
brickwork. And that this construction is wrong and he 
will insist that the three boilers be hung from pro- 
perly constructed iron standards. This would mean the 
renewel of 211 brickwork apund the three boilers. He 
will be visiting the school in the near future and will 
be accompanied by Mr. Lock, Bricklayer of Dauphin and 
a complete report on the condition of the brickwork 
eta. will be furnished. A rough estimation of the 
priok required would be 2500 to 2700 fire brick and 
1000 gommon brick, A further report will be sent to 
the Department as soon as received, 


3) The main drive shaft will have to be reset and bab- 
bitted. It is also necessary to have the shaft relined. 
If the shaft is too badly cut then a new shaft will 

be necessary together with eight (8) new sets of hanger 
hearines. The approximate cost of the new shaft ( two 
pieces, 19" and 24' X 1 and 11/16 inches) would be 
$35.00, and the approximate cost of the bearings for 
the hangers - $30.00. A further report will be fur- 
nished when the shaft is taken down and its condition 
noted. 


4) The Gurney Jacket Heater, No. 104-4253 requires 
all new grates. These grates are in sections and 7 
seotions are required. The total length of the 
heater is 65" These grates should be purchased as soon 
ag possible as the heater is in constant use. 


5) At the present time the laundry steam engine is being 
used for pumping water and driving the eleetric light 
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enerator, pending the return of the Lister engine at 
present in Winnipeg under repair. This engine has now 
a decided “knook" in the main bearing and the slide 
rods are cut and vitted. The engine will require an 
overhaul as soon as the Lister engine is returned. 

The work is a machine shop job and it is intended to 
truck the engine to Dauphin and have the work come 
pleted there. 


6) By Dept. letter 126-1-5 dated Ottawa, January 5, 
1945, + $100.00 was authorized for the installation 
of a countershaft to run the generator. This is exe 
vected to be a permanent construction and to date 

the following is the outlay. Pullg and clutch $83.26 
vulley and shaft $21.16. It is estimated that ano- 
ther $100.00 will be required to complete this work. 
wo (2) hangers will cost approximately $34.00 and the 
machining of key ways in shaft and the adjustment of 
bearings eto, the balance, 


1) Attention: was also drawn to the condition of the 
batteries. there are 56; these were purchased March 
12, 1941, Order No, 6224, File 37,4400e15 -16, at a 
cost of $363.75. The guarantee is for 7 years, The 
Reverend Principal claims they will not now hold the 
charge and should be renewed before the lst. of 
September, Some of the plates are slightly warped, 
but the jars are free of any undue emount of sedi- 
ment. I would be pleased if this matter is taken 

up with the vendor of the batteries,

This pipe line has given co metant trouble all winter. 
whe pipes look fairly good but day after day leaks appeare In 
attempting to put in new pipe it is often found necessary to 
renew several feet because the pipe ie soft. Undoubtedly the 

aed and pitted, and with thie condition 

r which was installed 

around a year &go, The result is @ 
thinner pipe badly clogged with a4 scale, lime and rust. 
This cannot be blown out because the pipe line makes many right 
angle Surnse where this foreign matter lodges. I a@iscussed the 
condition with Mr. ®,W.eBumetead, Plumber, uphin, end also with 
Mr. Bell, the Provinoial Fire Inepector. Both men are familiar 
with the situation; and both are convimed that a new line is 
required. 


The Vepartment have quotations from aifferent firms, 48 
well as from Mr. Bumetead. I underetand Mr. Bumetead has heen 
in business in Dauphin many years ana that he does good work 
and ig considered reliable. 


I doubt if any firm would give 4 price on the work but 
from information gathered I am convinced it will coet from eix 
to eight hundred dollars. Mr. Bumstead expressed the opinion 
that it would take two men from four to six weeks to comple te 
a satisfactory job. The list of materiel appears large; but 
I understand it wae carefully prepared after advice from both 
Mr. Bell and Mr. Bumstead. 1 would therefore recommend that the 
material be purchased. I woulaé algo recommend thet the 
authority to proceed with the work be authorized as 800n 48 
possible so that the plumber engaged will be prepared to 
proceed wit the work at a time most suitable to the Principal 
of the School. 


The high pressure steam boiler needs relining with fire 
brick, new arches end one grate. The brick work around the 
boiler is badly cracked. 1 would suggest that the Provincial 
Inspector, Mr. Bell, be reque ated to give his reconmendati on 
regarding the brick work. If thie ie past repairing and 
requires re-building, 1 am sure the Boiler Inspector wi ll 
request that the boiler be hung from a metal frame and then 
bricked in. ‘This ellowe for expansion and slight ed justment 
without breaking the brick work. In any event, the fire box 
must be relined with fire brick,the arches rebuilt and grate 
installed. If the brick work needs rebuilding the same bricke 
can be cleanda and used again. No doubt a small quantity of 
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new brick will he reqnirea to réplace those badiy broken.

Re Indian School, Camperville, Man. 


Our Inspector, Mr. J. H. Bell, reports that he has made 
an inspection of the boilers in the Indian School at Camperville. 


He states that the ground cmdition under the cement 
floor of the boiler room is very poor as there is a certain amount 
of water seepage underneath the floor at all times and the boilers 
and setting have a tendency to settle down at one side or the other, 
due to the weight, causing the brick work to crack and fall in or 
out. I would, therefore, recommend that you make arrangements to 
have these boilers rebuilt, and, when rebuilding, that you put in 
proper concrete footings for supporting the brick work. 


The high pressure boiler in the leundry room also re- 
quires to be rebricked as the firebox walls are in poor condition, 
Inspector Bell states that the foundation of this boiler is in 
fairly good shape above the ground level, therefore it would not 
need to have a new foundation placed under it, 


I trust you will make arrangements to have this work 
carried out as soon as possible so that the boilers will be in 
good shape for next winter.

You will recall my two previous letters re evove 
matter. In order to overcome certain local difficulties, 
the Principal, Reverend Father Charles Ruest, 0.M.I., has 
decided to build two community centers, one for the Pine 
Creek ex-pupils and one for the White and Half-Breed pppu- 
lation of Camperville. 


The center for the ex-pupils can be erected either 
on the school property or on the Indian Reserve andi we . 
will be guided in this matter by the advice of the Department. 
The school site offers certain advantages, such as heating as 
I am informed that if built close to the school, the heating 
plant of the school is large enough to take care of the 
heating problem. 


It is proposed to build the walls with cement 
blocks, to the making of which Indians and older school 
pupils will be asked to donate their time. They have agreed 
to this already, so no trouble is anticipated in securing 
this free labour, There is an abundance of good sand and 
gravel which should render the making of these blocks an 
easy task. 


Of course, a cement block machine will have to be 
bought. I am informed that there is in Quebec city a manufac- 
ture who makes these machines and sells them for $400.00, If 
the Department could contribute the purchase of this machine 
and a carload of cement, this project of a community center 
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Mr. Phelan 6th May, 


would be well launched.

During a recent visit to the Pine 
Creek Indian Residential School, the Provincial 
Boiler Inspector was contacted with regard to the 
three boilers that are being repaired at the 
School. He made a complete inspection and I 
attach hereto his reports. 

You will kindly note that one of 
the heating boilers is condemned ani 4 new one 
will have to be purchased. The particulars 
regarding this boiler are shown on the report. 
The Rev. Principal makes request that a new boiler 
be furnished with a steel fire box whieh will 
eliminate rebricking from time to time. It is 
further recommended and necessary that new tubes 
be installed in the other heating boiler and that 
two extra flues be furnished for repair purposes. 

The Inspector also recommends that 
the high presgure boiler. be reset farther away from 
the wall and that the walls be covered with fire 
resistant material. Regarding this boiler, I wish 
to refer to my report of the 26th of February 1945, 
in which a new set of grates was requested for this 
boiler. These grates are still required. 
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I also wish to refer to the above mentioned 
report in connection with paragraph four 
relative to the jacket heater. A new jacket 
heater of the upright variety is very necessary. 
The tank for this heater is 12' by 3' tubular 
with a capacity of 3000 gallons. The water in 
the boiler room which has been responsible for 
the sinking of the boilers is evidently heavy 
seepage and it is recommended that 4 sump hole 
be dug and an automatic sump pump installed. 
This installation will require a two horse- 
power engine. 

The heating of the School has not 
been satisfactory and the Rev. Principal has 
suggested that a vacuum system be installed. 

The brick work of the boilers has 
been torn down and the heating boilers have 
been removed to the outside. The new excava- 
tion is approximately two feet deep and at the 
time of my visit this excavation was full of 
water. This will have to be filled with stome 
and cement to a height of four inches above the 
boiler room floor. All this material will have 
to be hauled. The reinstallation of the high 
pressure boiler will necessitate the tearing 
down of the old boiler cement foundation, 
possibly cutting the cement floor to put in 
new footings, and a request is made for 4 further 
advance of 500.00 fin an accountable cheque 
so this work may be proceeded with immediately. 
The Rev. Father states that his staff is not 
experienced enough to refit the boiler connections 
after the installation of the three boilers is 
made and requests that the services of Mr. 
Bumstead, Steam-fitter of Dauphin, be engaged to

With further reference to Mr. Mills' memorandum 
of July 23rd last, I am enclosing, for your information, 
another memorandum from him, dated August 19th, which embodies 
a report by Mr. Hargreaves and which is self-explanatory. 


It should be noted in particular that once cold 
weather sets in the high pressure boiler alone when reconnected 
will not be able to heat the school sufficiently to permits 
its occupation by pupils even though no steam is used for 
laundry purposes. The high pressure boiler can supply only 
65% of the proper load for the present inadequate radiation. 
This existing radiation is only about 50% of the surface needed 
to heat the school properly. 


It will also be noted that the additional repairs 
and renewals are estimated to cost $8,500 and that immediate 
steps should be taken to purchase a new heating boiler of the 
type referred to in the last paragraph of page 2 of Mr. Mills' 
memorandum of August 19th. 


Kindly advise of your wishes in this matter and 
the amount of funds that will be available for the project.

I wish to report that our New Boiler has been 
temporary installed on the Church heatine system for Xmas. 
The complete installation has been impossible, lack of 
material. We are still heatine the school with our hieh press 
re boiler.

The New boiler has been operatine two days and 
two nichts, it is workine perfetly. 

As yo know the return water is pumped back 
in the boiler by an authomatic condensation pump operated 
by @ one H.P. electric motor. 

As I have already pointed out and as yu have 
already reported to the Department our actual set of 
batteries are very well done. Se well done thet it would 
be unsafe to depend on same to operate the motor of the 
new boiler. This motor failine would cause the ruin of the 
boiler. While heatine with the new boiler we have kept 
the Diesel eneine runnine so that there would be enourh juice 
in the batteries to take care of the motor operatine the pump 
You know that it is imposeible to run this Diesel en-ine 

_ day and nieht for the rest of the Winter.

| boiler at once and in absolute need of a new set of batteries 
\_to operate same. It is urgent. 

“On Aucust 22, 1946 Mr. Jack Cooper, Inspector of 
the Globelite Co. has inspected our batteries. The following 
is his recommendation:* When batteries replaced should be Ty 
W 21 or G19 for 40 amp discharge". This shows that the 
actual batteires are way to small for the work to be done, 
specially with one more motor to increase the load. 

When a new set is installed ask the Company who w 
supply same to send a man to see that the Installation, 
connection, etc. are done properly. 

Kindly give your immediate attention to this serio 
matter, it is urgent, may I once arain insist on the 
recommendation,done by Mr. Cooper for a larger set of 
batteries.

We ere in receipt of your memorandum dated Mey 29th, to which is 
attached Mr. Rose's inspection report, salon; with the Contractor's guarantee 
covering materials and workmanship. 


When our Mr. Hargreaves visited the school, the heating boilers had 
been removed and the high pressure boiler hed been dismantled, as you will no 
doubt recall. Since the heating boilers were deemed unfit for further service, 
and owing to the lateness of the season, it wan considered advisable to autho- 
rize the immediate setting up of the high pressure boiler, and to make temporary 
connections to the heating meins until such time as a new heating boiler could 
be procured and installed. 


Acting on this mthority, Mr. Bumstead was instructed to carry out the 
work ami to employ competent brick setters to enclose the high pres wre boiler. 
Mr. Hargreaves met the brick setters and having previously investigated their 
record, which included over 100 such instellations, thoroughly discussed the 
installation with them, leaving « sketch covering the essential requirements. 
Mr. Bumstead was given to understand that he was to be the general contractor 
and the only organization with which the Department would deal. A drawing 
was supplied, on which the necessery specifications were noted. 


The school operating staffwas repeatedly advised not to start off 
with a roaring fire, but rather, to carry omeall fires for several days until 
the brickwork wai thoroughly dried out, which is always the procedure to be 
followed in such installations. 


Mr. Rose intimated in the last paragraph of his report, that the 
instructions issued at that time were evidently disregarded, ami that too 
heavy a fire was sterted initielly, which in our opinion would certainly 
cause such cracks to appear. Under the circumstances, and in view of the 
very good reputation of the contractors concerned, we are not inolined to hold 
them responsible for the cracks. 


However, before the work is accepted for final payment, the cracks 
to which Mr. Rose has drawn attention, should be well packed, using asbestos 
rope and plastic asbestos cement as required, and we would request that you 
issue the necessary instructions to Mr. Bumstead, and assign one of your 
engineers as soon as possible to make a final inspection before a fire is 
started. 


He should be authorized to instruct the schoo) authorities to start 
@ slow drying out fire and maintain this for several days, pointing out to them 
thet they are not free of this responsibility.

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Report on Pine Creek Residential School. 


_A one horse power motor is being used for pumping the return 
to the heating boiler. This motor makes a terrible drag 
on the batteries and a one quarter horse power motor would 
ao the job satisfactorily. I would suggest that the one 
horse power motor and pump be kept, in case the smaller 
motor should break down, The breaking down of this unit 
would mean that the school would have to be closed until 
such time as the motor or pump could be repaired, This 
would mean a trip to Dauphin, approximately 100 milcs. 

The unit required would be 4 60 cycle motor, D.C.power 
110, also one centrifical pump 25 lbs. pressuré, The 
approximate cost of this unit $75.00. 


The Reverend Principal claims the Lister engine, 10H.P., 
is not powerful enough to charge the batteries and feels 
that a 20 B.P. engine should be provided. The batteries 
are sulphating to some extent and I beg to suggest that 

an electrical engineer from Mumford=- Midland Ltd., Wall St, 
Winnipeg be instructed to visit the school and check the 
system. It is my opinion that there is a leak in the 
system and the proper charge is not getting through to 

the batteries. The switch board was installed and built 
by the firm mentioned above. 


A new wood=shed has been built immediately adjoining the 
pressure boiler. In its present state it is dangerous. 
Tt is withing a few feet of the boiler, and the wood 
wall has been exposed. I instructed the Principal to 
purchase 7 DCS. of 4X 10 and 5 pes. of 4X 8 galvanized 
No.22 iron to cover the wall and the door jambs, which 
were also exposed. The accofnt for the galvanized iron 
to be forwarded to the Department. I trust my action in 
this matter was in order, It would have immediately come 
to the attention of a fire inspector and some critisism 
result. 
There were two washing machines at the school, both in- 
stalled in 1929. One machine was in pieces and cannot 
be repaired, This means extra work and strain for the 
washer still in use. This machine is also about done. 
The Reverend Principal suggested that one large washing 
machine be installed in place of the two that are practi- 
| gally finished. A 42 xX 54 manufactured by the Beaver 
| Merit Washers, Beaver Laundry Machinery Co. Limited, 
Toronto. I might state that both the washers installed 
jn 1929, were according to the Principal, second-hend 
at that time, 
I wish to refer to agency report dated November 28, 1946, 
and Department repy thereto. 126-105 (W.T.1) of December 
4th. My report refers especially to the condition of the 
roof and the wash bowls in bot eT now.

The material has not 
been received and I beg to request that the Principal be 
allowed to purchase locally.

Answering your letter of the 17th instant, 
I wish to inform that the actual barn building 
measures, 130 ft. long, 52 ft. wide and 16 ft. 
studding. Out of this 62' x 52' x 16' is the barn 
properly the rest is a feed shed, with an under 
fround shelter for cattle, 


You know the condition of the actual build- 
ing, it is simply falling into pieces, Some 27 
yeers ago it has been question of building a new 
one, since then mostly every fall considerable 
repair and patching has been done to the old build- 
ing. It is terribly cold, water freezing even when 
full of cattle. The studdings are wrotten at both 
ends, so are the joists. Above the barn there is a 
hay loft which collects all the moisture and damp- 
ness of the barn. The ceiling and top floor are 
wrotten so badly that we have to wald on the joists 
to prevent falling through. It is simply and com- 
pletely done for. 


There are only two clternatives, either 
a new batn next summer or sell the stock next 
Wintering stock in such a cold and damp barn 
ar from béing a paying proposition, unfortunately 
forced to do it for the past © years.

With reference to the memorandum from Mr. Hoey dated November 
28th last and your marginal notation thereon dated 1/12/47 regarding 
improvements to the above school recommended by Indian Agent Waite, we 
have received a letter from Mr. D.B. Gow, Winnipeg, which reads in part 
as followa:- 


9 This Indian School is situated about twenty miles 
from the railway and is inaccessible by car during the 
winter months. Mr. Waite has suggested rebuilding of 

the roof, smongst many other things. I do not believe 
that an inspection at this time, with the roof covered 
with ice aml snow, would give the information which we 
would require in order to outline roof alterations. 
Furthermore, in view of the isolated nature of the school, 
it would be impossible to carry out any repair work before 
the end of the present fiscal year or even to get any 
material to the site. We will arrange to discuss the 
situation with Mr. Waite and ascertain what arrangements, 
if any, can be made to visit the school at this time but 
we would strongly recommend that the inspection, for best 
results, should be postponed until spring." 


You will note that Mr. Gow, for reasons stated strongly re- 
commends that an inspection of the school should be postponed until 
the spring, and we concur in this recommend ation. 


If, however, after further discussion of the situetion with 
Indian Agent Waite, Mr. Gow should offer any practical suggestion for 
carrying out necessary minor repeirs during the present fisval year, 
we will advise you accordingly.

I wish to drew the attention of the Department on @ 
matter which is urgent and most importent. Re: New roof for 
our Pine Creek School. 

On November 28, 1946, your report states @ leaking 
roof and you were asking the Indien Affairs Branch the sum of 
$ 3000.00 for re airs. By letter of October 29, 1947, I wes 
asking an extre 2000.00 for the same purpose. I was also 
suggesting that a competant man be sent to give estimation 
of total cost. 

So far absolutely nothing has been done.|The roof is 
leaking worst than ever. During the last rain the water was 
so aboundent thet it penetrated in one of the electrical 
line, causing short circuit, which would heve certeinly cause 
fire, if not discovered on time. It was discovered by luck. 

We had to take off one fuse plug to cut off electricity 
from dormitory to prevent fire hazard.

Last week we had a visit from the Father in charge 
of this school, also one of the Brothers, at which time they 
brought in for repair a 10/2 Lister diesel engine which they 
have been using for the past several years on their lighting 
plant. 


At the time of their visit they raised the point of 
insufficient power to enable them to properly charge their 
batteries and pump water at the same time. We carefully went into 
the matter of overcoming this problem in the most econimical 
manner, and our proposal or recommendation to them to which 
they agreed, was that we supply an additional Type 10/2 Lister 
Diesel Engine, radiator cooled, which they could install with 
their present generator, Then we would overhaul their old 
engine which they brought in and return same to them, and this 
engine could be used to drive the water pump. fhis would split 
up the load, and would also give them two identical engines 
which could be used either for the pump or the generator in 
the event of failure of one of the units, This plan would 
also have the advantage in that all parts for the two engines 
would be identical; this would effect auite a saving.

We are in receipt of a letter from Mr. 
under date of July 14th, 1948, to which was attaché 
three memoranda covering inspections of the above, 
carried out by Mr. Wallace of Mr. Gow's staff. 


The first memorandum deals with the conditions 
of the roof. This phase of the work is being studied 
by our Mr. Rankin and will be reported on at a later 
date. 


fhe second memorandum, relating to the condi- 
tion of the high pressure boiler and jacket heater, and 
the third memorandum, referring to the bread mixer, have 
been analysed and the following report and recommendation 
is submitted for your information and transmission to the 
Indien Affairs Branch. 


Following an inspection of the mechanical 
services at the above by our Mr. Hargreaves on August 6th 
to Sth, inclusive, 1946, our recommendation dated August 
19th, 1946, was forwarded to Mr. Wardle. This memorandum 
contained a general report with reference to the boiler 
end jacket heater and definite recommendations were made. 


Acting on the recommendations in part, the 
high pressure boiler was set up on 4 concrete base which 
was prepered by the members of the school steff and briéked 
in to a@irections left with the bricklayers by our Heating 
Engineer. The school authorities were advised to carry 
a very low fire in the boiler for drying out purposes for 
at least a week and they were warned that the brickwork 
would fatl if a heavy fire was started and maintained 
before a thorough drying out hed taken place. Evidently 
this warning was not taken seriously end the brickwork 
ecrackeé@ within a short time of its installetion, The 
pricklayers were recalled to the job and made repairs 
which were considered satisfactory by the Indian Agent 
and the school euthorities. Mr. Wallace reports that the 
brickwork is again badly cracked and that esceping smoke 
and flue gases are causing 4 great deal of trouble. He 
also reports that two tubes are leeking and suggests that 
they be renewed. The Provincial Boiler Inspector in his 
report dated October 6th, 1947, states that the condition 
of this boiler is good but that a complete new set of tubes 
should be installed.

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If the brickwork in this boiler setting has not 
buckled, it is likely that satisfactory repairs can be made. 
Since no mention is made by Mr. Wallace to the effect that 
buckling has taken place, it is recommended that Mr. 
Wallace's suggestions for repairing the present setting 
be carried out. They are as follows: 


(1) A high temperature cement with negligible 
shtinkage qualities equal to “Demon Air Set", 4s 
manufactured by the Plibrico Jointlese Firebrick 
Company Limited of New Toronto, be applied to the 
interior of the brick setting in addition to an 
insulating cement made by the same people known as 
"Eagle Cement 66", A thick pliable mixture of the 
two cements should be thoroughly applied and forced 
into the cracks of the interior brickwork and the 
outside of the setting should be treated with a 
liberal coating of "Demon Air Set". 


It is again pointed out that no matter how C7 
satisfactory a repair job is made, the same cracking 
of the walls will occur if a heavy fire is started - 
and maintained before the new work has thoroughly 
dried out. It is felt that the school authorities 
should be forcibly remindéaé of their obligations in 
this regard. 


It is recommended that the Provincial Boiler 
Inspector's advice be followed with reference to 
a complete set of new tubes for this boiler. There 
are approximately 28 tubes ten feet tong and at an 
estimated price of fifty cents per lineal foot with 
a likely $300.00 installation charge, the cost would 
amount to approximately $450.00. 5 

It is suggested that a new jacket heater be 
purchased and installed to replace the existing unit 
which was found to be practically burnt out at the 
time of the inspection made by our Heating Engineer 
in 1946. The new jacket heater should be equa] to 
that made by the Gurney Manufacturing Company of 
Canada Limited, high test type No. 16-5 H.T. 2, 
having a tank capacity of 580 Imperial Gallons with 
an hourly capacity of approximately 100 gallons 
through 100 degrees temperature. , 


Mr. Wallace's suggestion with pegard to replecing 
the 5 H.P. gasoline engineslocated in the bakery, with 
@ 1-1/2 H.P. electric motor, is concurred in and it 
is recommended that this be carried out.

Re your marginal note on Mr, Hoey's memorandum to you 
dated November 28, 1947, and further to our letter of the 6ti: instant, 
we have now received a report from Mr. Gow covering an inspection 
by Mr. Wallace of Mr, Gow's staff, 


As li. Hoey indicates in his memorandum, the existing 
pole fire escapes are unsatisfactory, Mr. Wallace suggests two 
alternatives, namely, tubular steel fire escapes or wrought iron 
stairways. 


We coneour with his recommendation that the former are 
preferable. Being completely enclosed their efficiency is un- 
affected by weather, snow, ice, flame, amoke or falling objects. 

They provide faster end safer removal of personnel from the 

building. ‘Twe escapes 30" in diameter sloped at 30° would be placed 
on the rear wall of the school. Sntrances to the tubes would be from 
dormitories on the third floor and from a bedroom and classroom on the 
second. 


Mr. Wallace has obtained a preliminary estimate of $3300.00 
from Westeel Products Limited, for the two units installed complete. 
It is recommended that Indian affairs give consideration to the 
installation of these fire escapes; if agreeable an amount of $3600.00 
would be required,

We are in receipt of a letter from Mr. Gow en- 
‘elésing one ‘tender only, which was supplied by the Bolton 
Construétion Co. Ltd. of Winnipeg, a copy of which is at- 
tached. Also attached is a copy of Mr. Gow's covering 
letter which is self-explanatory. 


It will be noted that Mr. Gow appears to be hav- 
ing considerable difficulty in obtaining additional tenders. 
In a project of this size where considerable urgency exists 
and many indeterminate factors are present, it seems advis- 
able to have the work undertaken on a basis of cost plus a 
fixed fee. 


The lump sum tender of $135,700.00 quoted by the 
Bolton Construction Co. Ltd. includes overhead and profit 
and is considered reasonable, but the actual cost may be 
reduced when work is commenced, since some material from 
the existing roof may be salvaged and re-used, the actual 
amount of which, neither the Bolton Construction Co. Ltd. 
nor our engineers can evaluate until work begins. 


On the basis of cost plus a fixed fee we believe 
that the total cost of the work will be closer to our esti- 
nate of $12,000.00 than the price submitted, and itis re- 
commended that approval for this action be obtained from 
Indian Affairs.

Place in this connection. 


On November 20th 1948 - file # 582-5 (El) we 
received the attached letter from the Department Steting that 
authority had been given to "The Lands & Development Services 
Branch under the supervision of Mr. Gow to have certain work 
done, & supply items of machinery for the above mentioned school. 


This information was given to the Rev. Father Ruest 
at that time Principal of the Pine Creek School, who in turn 
ordered the items as listed on Depurtment letter of November 
17th 48, on the assumption that the Department wold pay for 
them. 


Our voucher #201 dated March 5th 1949 attached was 
forwarded to the Department for payment, and was returned to 
this office under there letter of 14th April 1949 file #662/5 (H1).

I am enclosing herewith Dauphin Agency vouchers 
numbers 168 and 201, which vouchers are for payment of 
items ordered for the above mentioned school. 


Regional Supervisor Davis is presently on an 
inspection trip of the Northern Agencies of this Province, 
and before leaving asked me to take up the matter of pay- 
ment of these vouchers with both Mr. Gow of the Dominion 
Water & rower Bureau, and the vepartment. 


In addition to the vouchers, 1 am enclosing a 
copy of a letter received from Mr. Gowans, Superintendent 
of the Dauphin Agency, relative to the vouchers in queetion. 


The items in these vouchers were, apparently, 
ordered on the strength of Department letter of November 
20th, 1948, file 582-5 (E.1) and according to Mr. Gowans' 
letter, the items in question were ormiered by Father Ruest, 
Principal of the school. It has been pointed out to Mr. 
Gowans, both on this and several other occasions, that no 
expenditures may be made from Departmental funds without 
reference to this office - and if is not understood why 
these items were ordered on the strength of your original 
letter of November 20th, 1948. 


Mr. Gow, of the Dominion Water & Power Bureau, 
was interviewed in connection with these expenditures, and 
has advised me as follows, referring again to your letter of 
November 20, 1949, file 662-5 (E.1) - 
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The high pressure boiler was retubed prior to Mr. Gow's 
staff visiting the school, ani this voucher hes been sub- 
mitted and paid for. 


The repaire to the prick setting on the high pressure 
boiler have only recently peen completed by Mr. Gow's 
Branch, and the bills have not as yet been submitted, but 
the approximate eost is in the neighborhood of $1,800.90. 


(c) & (4) These items are for the equipment, vouchers for which 
are attached hereto, and which vouchers are in dispute. 


On discussing this matter with Mr. Gow, he referr- 
ed to correspondence held in his office under file IeA. 1456 ~ ll 
jJated April 30th, and signed by Mr. T. 3. Millis, Chief Engineer 
of the Engineering and Construction Division. Mr. Mills’ letter 
to Mr. Gow, in the first paragraph, mentions that this matter 
had been discussed with Indian Affairs' Officials, and it was 
realized that your original inetructions - again referring to 
your letter, file 882-5 of November 20th - had been misinterpre- 
ted by Mr. Gowans and the school Prineipal, and they had gone 
ahead and ordered the jacket heater and the new motor. 


. ——y7Tow further stated that he felt that these 
bills were legitimate, and although they had been ordered in an 
unorthodox manner, he felt that the accounts should be paid; and 
referring to Mr. Gowans' letter, a copy of which I have attached 
hereto, I notice the jacket heater and the electric motor are 
on hand at the school - although they have not as yet been in- 
stalled. 


The above is forwarded for your information, and 
Mr. Davis has requested that if at all possible, provision be 
made for the payment of these accounts, as they have been out- 
standing since February, 1949. 


Your further comments regarding the installation 
of the electric motor am jacket heater would be appreciated, 
and immediately your further instructions are received, the 
matter will be further discussed with Mr. Gowans of tne Dauphin 
Agency.

New Roof - Pine Creek Residential School 


Mr, Marcel Leperre, Ste. Rose du Lac, contractor 
has inspected the roof at Pine Creek Residential School, and 
submits a contract price on demolishing the old roof and re- 
constructing a new one, material and labour #31,800.00. 


Mr. Leperre is using Plan #1 as a basis, although 
the trestle material in this plan is on the light sid, All 
the plumbing on the third floor has to be replaced, new pipes, 
wash basins, and shower. The toilet will be remodelled, but 
will not have to be replaced, 


Partitions have to be torn out and rebuilt; clothes, 
closets have to be torn out and replaced with new material. 
Three dead smoke stacks have to be levelled to the third floor 
and sealed. Four new ventilators must be constructed, two in 
each room, Windows at present are small, not waterproof, and are 
inadequate for lighting. It is considered that four groups of 
three windows in each room would be sufficient. Wiring will 
have to in conduit piping. Walls and ceiling will be insulated

00 s asphalt shingles, 210 1b. Ber squ. with No. 1 tarpaper. 


It will not be possible to use any of the old 
meterial in the roof - the timbers are hand-hewn and are 
warped, and the plumbing is lead pipes. 


On completion of the contract, debris will be 
cleared, 


Mr. Leperre recommends that work be commenced on this 
project in March, so that considerable progress can be made before 
rain cun be expected, and while the roads are herd for hauling.

It is with great regret however, that we quose 
as follows from a letter received from them today. 


"In reply to your telegram re two Row Fin Coil 
as suggested by us for Pine Creek Indian Residential 
School, we regret to inform you that on further 
investigation we find this would not work in the old 
type Vorclone Tumblers, as it would mean extensive 
alterations to the Coil Box and would have to have 
Buffle Plates made. 


"Tt would™seem with our original suggestion that 
you have them return the centre bank of coils to you 
in Winnipeg, and that you have 4 bank of coils fabri- 
cated to conform to sample. We are sure this would 
save time and expense, as we have very little inform- 
ation on the number of pipes and damensions. This 
Tumbler is now twenty years old and we have not built 
this type of Tumbler for at least twelve years, and 
would almost have to have the coil back, or failing 
that to have very accurate’ é@imensions."

Mr. Leperre is using Plan #1 as @ basis, although the trestle 
material in this plan is on the light side. All the plumbing on the 
third floor has to be replaced, new pipes, wash basins and shower. The 
toilet will be remodelled, but will not have to be replaced. 


Partitions have to be torn out and rebuilt; clothes closets 
have to be torn out and replaced with new material. Three dead smoke 
stacks have to be levelled to the third floor and sealed. Four new 
ventilators mst be constructed; two in each room. Windows at present 
are small, not waterproof, and are inadequate for lighting. It is con- 
sidered that four groups of three windows in each room would be suffi- 
cient. Wiring will have to be in conduit piping. Walls and ceiling 
will be insulated with rockwool pads, finished with gyproc and two coats 
of paint. Roof is asphalt shingles, 210 1b. per square with No. 1 
tarpaper. 


It will not be possible to use any of the old material in 
the roof ~- the timbers are hand<-hewn and are warped, and the plumbing 
is lead pipes. On completion of the contract, debris will be cleared. 


Mr. Leperre recommends that work be commenced on this project 
in Mareh so that considerable progress can be made before rain can be 
expected and while the roads are hard for hauling.

We are in receipt of your letter of the 8th instant 
with further reference to the barn at the above school, 
As pointed out in official letter of April 27th, we were 
anable to provide any specific amount for this barn in 
the appropriation for the current fiseal year. Consequently, 
any additionel amount over and above that which we have 
already spent must be charged against the sum provided 
for repairs, improvements and purchase of new equipment 
for this school during the current fiscal year. 


In the current year's appropriation we have provided 
an amount of $4,000.00 for repairs, improvements and purchase 
of new equipment at this achool. We have already paid 
accounts amounting to $703.00 and in addition we have 
ordered desks, and these will cost approximately $1,500.00. 
This makes a total expenditure from the emount provided 
for this school of $2,203.00, leaving a balance of slightly 
less than $1,800.00 which is available.

In a memorandum dated November 6th, 1948, Mr. Gibson, 
Director of the Lands and Development Services Branch, advised 
us that their representative in Winnipeg, Mr. Gow, had been 
asked to obtain prices from reliable firms in the area for a 
new high pressure boiler. We approved the work proceeding 
under Mr. Gow's direction. 


At the time we notified the local Indian Superinten dent 
thet we were approving the recommendation of the Lands and 
Development Services Branch, and he in turn notified the Prinei pal 
of the Pine Greek Schdal, The latter did uot wait for Mr. Gow to 
make the purchase, and we have been endeavouring to obtain a 
definite ap»roval from Mr. Gow. 


In a recent letter Regional Supervisor Davis advises 
as follows: "Mr. Gow further stated that he felt that the 
account was legitimate, and although the purchase hed been made 
in an unorthodox manner, he felt that the account should be mid." 
We endeavoured to obtain confirmation of Mr. Gow's statement, but 
up to the present have not been able to do so. 


We realize that the Principal had no right to purchase 
the high pressure boiler, but there is no doubt that it was 
needed and that it has been in use for the past year. Tt would, 
therefore, be appreciated if you would issue Purchase Order so 
thet the account may be paid.

Arriving in Winnipeg on Wednesday Aug. 16th, I met Mr. 
Devis and Mr. Krawehuk and arranged to leave for Camperville by 
car on the following day. Copies gf plans, specitice ations and 
bills of materials had been receivad by “4 Davis from “r. Perrie. 


On ThursdayyAug. 17th J Krewehuk and rrived at the 
school in the late e nin the ‘Principal was away on holiday 
we were not able to obyain [day etails of the structural chari¢ nel 
made in the school s jno g originally built although we we 
told that it was about 50 years old.

The roof was éxamined the next day and numerous measurements 
were taken. The present russes consiting of two leaves of & x with 
two inch pack pieces for both top and bottom chords with diagonal we 
are spaced at about 15' 6" centres. They appear to be of tamarack 
timber which is well preserved. The middle of e lower chord rests 
on posts of double & 5s with 2 inch pack pieces, which posts also 
continue through ver’ i y to the ridge. The trusses a0 not 
to swing and thus Tr y consist of four raced beams in each 
Purlins of 2 x 6 dapped two inches under the uppe chords carry 
intermediate 2 x 4 rafters spaced about 60 b 22 inches on centres. 


The roof sags bot! longitudinally ana laterally as also aoes 
the dormitor; ceiling. Numerous truss type bre have been recently 
placed in the attic to help both the trusses and the ceiling joists 
to carry their loads. ‘he pitch of the roof is —“ one quarter. 

Tt would seem advisable to prevent t accumulation of a heavy snow 
load while t roof is in its present aeaitien. 


While the timbers visible in the attic appear to be in gooa 
sondition it would sé 1 necessary to rebuild the roof according to the 
new des n to remedy structura defects and prov ide a fireproof cover- 
ing to the weather.

Enquiries were made regarding materials. The long Fir timbers 
for the trussed rafters cau be obtained in Winnipeg and other 
materials in Winnipeg and Dauphin. Mr. Davis will secure prices and 
then ask Head Office for authority to purchase the first and sub- 
sequent lots of materials by local purchase order. This procedure is 
necessary to avoid delay as Winter is approaching when further work 
on the roof would be difficult to do without damage to existins 
installations in the building. 


The estimated cost of the job is $15,000.00 but it might run to 


a higher cost if the weather and other circumstances are not favourable. 


Kindly send Mr. Davis an advance of $7500.00 for wages and incidentals. 


The school generally is bein maintained in good condition with 
much new paint in evidence but the wooden floors are wavy ana sa 3 
slightly in many places. 


The fire escapes from the second and third floors are of a type 
which is unsuitable for use by small children. The method of descent 


from a platform to the next and from that platform to the ground is to 
shin down a metal pole.

From the correspondence forwarded with 
your letter it would appear that the ehiléren of Albert 
Nepinak who have been regularly admitted to the Pine 
Creek Residential School have not yet been officially 
Gischarged. If the Principal of the Pine Creek Sehool 
has no objection the De rtment would favourably 
consider granting the discharge ef the Nepinak children 
from the Pine Creek School on the understanding that 
they would regularly attend the Waterhen River Day Sehool.

A review of the December quarter return of 
the Pine Creek Indian Residential Sehool shows that 
pupil No. 0190, Mary J. Clearsky, is over the age 
of 16. 


No application for retaining this girl in 
your school appears to have been received and in 
this connection I wish to direct your attention to 
circular letter of July 21, 1939, a copy of which 
is enclosed. 


As pointed out in the cireular letter the 
Department reslizes that frequently there are reasons 
for keeping certain children after they reach the age 
of 16 but at the same time the consent of the Superin-~ 
tendent General (Minister) must be obtained. 


I may add that in the past the Department has 
been favourably disposed to allowing certain pupils, 
especiaily girls, to remain in residential schools 
after they reach the age of 16 if good reasons for such 
action are given by the principal and approved by the 
Indian Agent. However, in view of the fact that the 
number of children of school age is apparently increasing 
and the further consideration that due to the conditions 
now confronting us there is no immediate prospect of 
our securing funds to provide inereased pupllage at 
Indian residential schools, it is considered that in 
future it will be necessary to adhere more strictly to 
the provision of the Indian Act requiring discharge of 
pupils at 16 years of age.

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I feel you will agree with me that it is 
not fair to deprive children of education simply 
because the accommodation that might be available 
for them in a residential sehool is being used by 
those who have had the advantage of residentiel 
school training for some years and who have reached 
the age of 16 years. 


Until further advised you should make arrange- 
ments for the discharge of pupils when they reach the 
age of 16 unless there are some very exceptional circum- 
stances and in this event full particulars should be 
given to the Department and our permission obtained 
before such pupils reach the age of 16.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of Department letter 
dated the 28th. instant with reference to the ad- 
mission of the Kematch children, No. 140 Shoal River 
Reserve. There are seven paid on this ticket, man, 
woman, two boys and three girls. One boy and two 
girls are in the sohool at the present time, leaving 
a girl (Bella) two years and a@ boy (Jim) eight months. 
I am informed that these children were taken away 
from the reserve by their mother and are residing 
with her. I have tried to ascertain if the parents 
are now living together again without success up to 
this time. The mails to Shoal River Reserve have 
been stopped temporary on account of ice condi- 
tions and it will not be possible to visit this 
reserve until the ice goes out of Lake Winnipegosis. 


During my last visit to the Shoal River Reserve, 
Kematch was living with another woman, his wife had 
left previously for Duok Bay taking the children 
with her. The older children were placed in the 
school,- a letter from the Rev. Principal attached, 
The illicit union was broken up and the man sent 
to Duck Bay to find his wife and family and bring 
them back to the reserve. The man left the Shoal 
River reserve with this intention, fished in the 
vicinity of Duck Bay until the end of the fishing 
season to obtain sufficient funds to enable him 
to return home and to date I have received no 
advice as to his return to Shoal River. It is not 
unlikely that the man will trap in the area between 
Camperville and Pelioan Lake, returning to the 
reserve when the lake breaks up. I have written 
the reserve for further information and as soon 48

this is received, the Department will be duly 
advised.

The above is an orphan boy, ten years of 
age, who has been in the Camperville Mission School 
for the past five years.\The grandfather of this 
child, who is his guardian, was in to see me today 
with advice that he fears unless this boy is removed 
from this school, something serious may happen to the 
child. It appears that the boy suffers from a kidney 
disorder which causes him to urinate during the night 
and instead of the child being treated medically for 
the trouble, he is whipped. This whipping and other 
forms of punishment, I am informed, has been going 
on for some considerable time. Just recently the boy 
ran away from the school and was found 30 miles from 
the village of Gampervilley 


The grandfather, Mx. McAuley, lives at 
Crane River, Manitoba, an Indian reservation in the 
Dauphin constituency and is not only willing, but 
anxious to take the boy, give him a home and education. 
I know Mr. McAuley very well. His home is about 200 
yards from a fairly good public school, and I can see 
no reason whatsoever why the child's education would 
not be just as well taken care of at Crane River, and 
where he would be with his own relatives who would

The boy left school because he was lonesome~ he told 
me so and he also told Constable Nanna the same. This boy left

left school because of whippings- Their reason was that they 
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were lonesome. This boy had not been whipped this term 
before he ran away. The bed wetting and whipping received 
the grandfather evidently knew about and had opportunities 
to diseuss this with the Father in charge but evidently 
had not done 80, I believe the grandfather has thoght that 
something terrible must have happened to cause the voys to 
run away. There is no foundation for this supposition. 

The boys were lonesome. There were also some weddings back 


home and that suggested good times for a day or two.

does not want me to send him home to stay but would like 
me to send him home when he is lonesome.

The guardisn should give permission for circumcision which 
will help him some, I think , Mr Hoey, you have been troubled 
by @ grandfather who knows you do not know him otherwise he 
would likely have reported to the Indian Agent.

Dear Sir: 

I have to report that Donald Catheway has been 
removed by his parents from the above Day School, and entered 
in the Pine Creek Residential School, along with a younger 
sister, Sarah Jane Catcheway, age 7 years. 

This was done without my knowledge and consent. 
The putting of these children into the Residential Sehool is 
not for educational, financial or sickness reasons, but 
entirely for immoral reasons. 

Mrs. Alex Catcheway has for several years made and 
gold home-brew. Repeatedly quarrelled with her husband to the 
extent of endeavoring to separate from him. 

The husband, of course, is not blamelesse He also 
drinks and is not a good provider, although a good hunter. 
He spends too much money in gambling. This past Summer and 
again at the present time, he gave his wife to his bréther. 
I understand that she is atill living with this man, while 
her husband is elsewhere. 

The putting awgy of the children is solely to 
facilitate their immoral living 

Mrs. Catcheway claims she is too sick to keep her 
ehildren. Dr. Medd has repeatedly asserted that there is 
nothing wrong with her. She also states that her husband 
does not provide for his family. There is no reason for his 
not doing a0. 

Rev. Father C. Ruest, O.M.Ie, Principal of the 
Pine Creek School, is willing to return these children at 
my request. But I feel it is for the Department to take the 
Decision.e 

If I request their return the mother will worry 
me constantly with her complaints of being too sick to care 
for them, and being unable to support them. My knowledge 
that she is being quite untruthful will not prevent the 
continuous annoyance. 
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On the other hand, if I let these children go, I shall not 
be in a position to refuse others. I have another healthy 
young mother who, at intervals, declares that her little 
children are too much trouble and wishes to put them away. 
It would seem to be @ new fashion for young parents to 
give away their children and partners aS soon 48 possible. 
I was not aware that the Indian Treaty agreed to 
completely raise all children of healthy Indians. This 
would appear unreasonable to the taxpayers. 

I feel that by allowing children under such 
circumstances to enter 4 Residential School, we are 
encouraging parents in their immoral livinge Besides these 
two cases we have another couple living together 
unmarried and raising ehildren. 

It maybe argued that such homes are unfit for 
children. True: but it seems to me that to relieve 
such parents of all resposabilities of raising their 
families we are not only encouraging them, but are 

lawful way of life.
